TRURO, Mass.—Many people from 
Lynn, Salem, Marblehead and 
points on the cape are gathered 
to witness the formal dedi- 
cation of the Cobb Memorial library and 
its presentation to the town by Elisha 
W, a leather manufacturer of 
Boston. The library has been erected 
by Mr. Cobb as a memorial to his par- 
ents, Elisha W. and Mehitable Smith 
Cobb, both natives of Truro. 

The dedicatory exercises will take 
place at 4:30 o'clock, the principal feature 
being an address by Mr. Cobb, in the 
course of which he will give reminiscences 
of his own bovhood days in the village. 
A luncheon will follow, and in the even- 
in. a banquet will be held. 

The library building is an attractive 
one-story structure, about 45 by 25 feet 
in dimension, and of concrete construc- 
tion.

LONDON—A Monitor correspondent in Paris has enjoyed a 
long interview with Gen. Cherif Pasha, the substance of which 
the general has himself embodied in an article which in due course 
will appear in the Monitor. Cherif Pasha is of the opinion that the 
new government is merely plastering up the situation in Turkey 
and that it cannot continue long in power. 

As the principal opponent in Europe of the Young Turks’ 
committee he condemns its policy of Turkification and the meth- 
ods by which it has endeavored to put it into force. So far from 
having been entirely worsted, however, the Young Turks’ com- 
mittee, he says, maintains its influence in the cabinet through the 
grand vizier, his son Mahmoud Mukhtar Pasha and other members. 
On the other hand Kiamil Pasha, Nazim Pasha, Abdurrahman Bey 
and the Sheik-ul-Islam represent the party of reform. The com- 
mittee, he insists, looks to the triple alliance on account of its 
tendency to absolutism and the reformers toward France and the 
United Kingdom on account of their constitutional form of govern- 
ment. 

Count Berchtold’s proposal he dismisses as an attempt to keep 
Turkey within the grasp of the German powers or in the event of 
her escape to dismember her. 

The financial difficulties of the country he attributes to the 
colossal system of “backsheesh,” for which he holds the committee 
responsible. 

He declares that the powers to which the reformers look to 
assist Turkey in setting her house in order are, first and foremost, 
the United Kingdom and France and after them the United States, 
the vigor of whose business methods he believes would awaken

AGRICULTURE BUREAU 
WILL HAVE AGENT IN 
EVERY COUNTY IN LANG 


W ASHINGTON—C. B. Smith. one of 
the experts on farm magagement of the 
department of agriculture, will leave for 
Massachusetts on Monday to arrange for 
farm management and field studies and 
demonstrations throughout: New Eng- 
land. : 

At Amherst Mr. Smith will meet L. G: 
Dodge, who is the department’s agent in 
Massachusetts. 

The aim of the department is to have 
an agent in every county in every state 
in the Union, whose duties shall be to 
gather farm statistics for the govern- 
ment.and to-assist farmers in the gen- 
eral development of thei: work. The 
work is now fairly under way in several 
sections of the country. A similar sys- 
tem has been in operation in the south- 
ern states about eight yveats, but the 
northern and western farmers are just 
beginning to awaken to its possibilities. 

The county agents will receive half 
their pay from the government and half 
from the county in which ‘hey work, 
salaries ranging from $1200 to $1800 a 
year, with from $400 to $800 a year for 
traveling expensés. 

Massachusetts now two agents, 
Mr. Dodge, who lives at Bev« tly, and H. 
L. Baker, who has just been appointed 
and whose headquarters will be at Am- 
herst. In New Hampshire there will be 
two agents and Vermont will have two. 
Maine has only one agent at present, 
E. H. Stanford.

Distance Swimming 


With long distance swimming a con 
spicuous feature of L street, it is in. 
teresting to read what Prof. Frank E. 
Dalton has to say on this point in his 
book on the art of swimming. Under 
the caption “Notable Feats by Celebrated 
Swimmers” he writes: 

“Considerable interest was aroused 
the early part of August, 1875, 
the statement was made that Capt. Mat- 
thew Webb, an Englishman who 
served as second mate on several ships 
in the Indian and north Atlantic trade. 
intended to attempt the remarkable feat 
of swimming across the English chan- 
nel. His first attempt resulted in fail- 
ure... . After swimming for six hours, 
48 minutes and 30 seconds, during which 
period he covered 13% miles, Webb was

Fresh from the field the vegetable has a delicate flavor 


HE fresh mushroom when it 

to market from the field is delicate 
of flavor and of a fiber creamy and 
dainty. There is no possible comparison 
between it and the little buttons that 
come from France. A French chef can 
do things with the latter in the way of 
making appetizing sauces with the aid 
of shallot and parsley, but to the culti- 
vated palate it would seem that the 
mushrooms merely add the name and a 
pictorial effect to the dish which would 


be probably quite as good without them. 


comes 


The average American cook turns the 
can of mushrooms into the pan of the 
beefsteak broiler after removing the 
meat and adding a little flour, salt and 
pepper makes a gravy to which the 
mushrooms add nothing more-than a 
spectacular element, The hothouse 
mushrooms cooked cleverly, sometimes 
under glass, return better results, but 
they are always'very expensive. 

The field mushroom is cheap and de- 
licious. To be at its best it must be 
freshly gathered at dawn and simply 
cooked. But be sure you get the edible 
variety. Many housekeepers would be 
surprised to note the difference between 
a steak prepared with an accompaniment 
of these freshly gathered mushrooms and 
one with the canned sort. 

The fleld mushroom can also be put up 
for use in the winter. For the purpose 
of preserving the smallest are the best. 
They should be washed very clean of 
grit. Then put in a frying pan a quar- 
ter of a pound of the freshest butter, 
two whole cloves and a saltspoon of 
salt with a tablespoon of lemon juice. 
When the mixture is hot add a quart 
of the mushrooms and toss them about 
in the butter for a moment. Then put 
them in the jars; at the top of each 
jar put about an inch of the butter and 
let it cool. When the butter is quite 
firm add a top layer of salf and cover 
tightly. 

At one restaurant, says the New York 
Sun, they make a specialty of fresh 
picked mushrooms on toast. For mush- 
rooms a la Claremont peel a quart of 
mushrooms and cut off a little of the 
root end. Then take half a pound of 


> 


tender steak and cut it up fine; cook it 
in & pan with a little butter so that tlie 
juice may be extracted, then remove the 
meat. When the gravy is very hot add 
the mushrooms; toss them lightly in the 
mixture and pour them on buttered toast, 
well seasoned. 

Osear Tschirky of the Waldorf is the 
author of a mushroom pie which is much 
in favor with epicures at this season. 
This is made with fresh mushrooms 
peeled and mixed with potatoes in layers 
in a deep dish with salt, pepper and but- 
ter. Cover the pie with a crust and bake 
in a moderate oven. Put the trimmings 
of the mushrooms in a small quantity of 
gravy and boil for several minutes, then 
strain the liquid and when the pie is 
cooked make an incision in the crust and 
pour in the gravy. 

An omelet made with field mushrooms 
and tomatees is a dainty breakfast dish. 
Take fresh tomatoes, peel and cut them 
up in a saucepan with a large piece of 
butter. Add a quantity of chopped young 
onions, pepper and salt and olives pitted 
and cut in halves. When this mixture 
is well blended add the field mushroems 
and cook the mixture till they are tender. 
Do nof attempt to fold the mushrooms in 
the omelet. When the omelet.is dished 
in the center of a hot oval plate pour the 
tomatoes and mushrooms at either end 
of the dish. Fresh unsalted butter is 


very good with this. 


. USE FOR CORKS

some boiling water and then after a 
little while wipe it perfectly dry and 
put it away_in a box or jar kept for 
the purpose.

How much does modern Italy owe to 
the artists and builders of the millde 
ages! In and around Florence is a per- 
manent colony of 20,000 English and 
Americans alone, who have been drawn 
to the city by its wealth of ancient treas- 
ures. How many thousands, or hundreds 
of thousands visit the city yearly in ad- 
dition, it is impossible to tell. There 
are considerably more than a hundred 
hotels and pensions of good standing, 
and the number is steadily increasing. 
And to meet the wants of these, hosts 
of trades are drawn upon. As one goes 
through the streets, one is almost dizzy 
at the sight of so many shops filled with 
artistic wares. Antiquities, furniture, 
brocades, metal work, and sculpture 
abound: but so do ancient industries, 
revived; lace embroideries, paint- 
ing on vellum, ceramics, and mosaics, 
pottery, gilded carving. Sculptors’ stu- 
dios are an ordinary sight, also art deal- 
ers’ where copies of the city’s printings 
can be bought, and of course photograph- 
ers and countless picture-postcard shops. 
These must bring enormous wealth into 
the city, apart from the ordinary human

needs which also must be catered for. The 
magnifiicent shops of the via Torna- 
buoni give evidence of the demand for 
these, whilst the old bridge—Ponto Vec- 
chio—is still as thickly populated by 
jewellers and goldsmiths, and as briskly 
patronized as in the fourteenth century.

At intervals along the main stem are 
racemes, short stalks round which the 
flowers cluster, and on these eventually 
appear numbers of small pods contain- 
ing seeds. 

About threg months after being sown 
the plant begins to flower, and at this 
stage the fields are examined daily. 
When the leaves begin to fade and be- 
fore the flower buds open the stems are 
ready for cutting. 

For this purpose a sharp machete is 
used, and the blow is dealt about three 
inches above the ground. Tied in bun- 
dies the plants are then carried to the 
sheds containing the vats, where they 
are subjected to the process of extract- 
ing the dye. 

From the roots of the plant left in 
the field another crop will grow, all 
that is necessary being the usual weed- 
ings and a lookout for leaf cutting ants 
and other enemies of the young shoots. 
In from 60 to 70 days it will be ready 
for cutting. When this harvested, a 
third crop will grow and mature, and 
sometimes even a fourth crop may be 
obtained. 

The dye is the result of the fermenta- 
tion of the plants. It is particularly 
from the leaves that the coloring matter 
is derived, but in order to avoid the cost 
of labor which their separation from the 
stems would involve, and because in the 
flower buds and even in the stems there 
are traces of the dye, the entire plants 

treated. 

Just as soon as the cut plants reach 
the shed where the manufacture of the 
dye is conducted they are untied and 
put into a large vat known as the em- 
papador. This is of cement, about five 
feet in depth, built on an elevation In

Monday, Sept. 2, will be officially observed in Boston as 
Labor Day and all editions of the Monitor will be omitted. 


| Ricut use of a holiday is an art, and few 
| there be that know it. It includes something 
| more than abstention from toil and pursuit 
| of recreation in the sense of amusement. A 

rested body is not the consummate outcome 

of relief from labor. That is desirable, but 

something more must be included, namely, 
| partial if not complete understanding of the 
| || social fact, religious, patriotic or economic, 
= Of which the holiday is but a symbol. States 
did not create Labor day primarily to provide a “day off” for toil- 
ers, but rather to register public respect for a fundamental fact in 
modern life, namely the rising power of wage-earners. Conse- 
quently the recurring holiday never is rightly used save when it is 
made the occasion for reflection upon the status of labor and of 
laborers. 

When this is done, it is well not to be restricted in definition 
of a laborer. The warning of Governor Marshall in his Labor 
day proclamation showed the Indiana executive to be discriminating. 
‘Keep it as our brother’s, not our servant’s birthday,” he said. 
Precisely because a caste or class temper is coming to dominate so 
much speech and action by contemporary agitators, politicians and 
leaders of the forces of capital and labor is it, in the opinion of 
many onlookers, that the industrial situation is becoming more 
rather than less strained. To the exclusiveness of royal dynasties, 
of aristocracies, of the middle class, is now added that of the prole- 
tariat. Whereas the ideal of both true religion and democracy 1s 
an igclusiveness that makes both the designer and administrator of 
2 bgsiness and his serviceable subordinates to be partners. 

The laborer of today and tomorrow, we imagine, whether 
salaried subordinate or wage earner, is to have more leisure, higher 
pay, greater security, more abundant provision for the winter of 
his career, and ampler recreational facilities for himself and his chil- 
dren. Schools are to adapt their courses of study so as to train 
and equip a higher proportion of efficient workmen deserving larger 
incomes. Local, state and national legislation is to be shaped more 
and more by lawmakers responsive to the many. Such are the 
natural inferences as to the future from the swiftly altering political 
and social programs of statesmen of nations where the industrial 
mechanism is most complex.

made it necessary that such ornamentation as may obstruct a clear 
perspective be done away with. This strikes us as being every whit 
as unreasonable as some of the restrictions proposed by those who 
are unfriendly to the automobile. A new condition has arisen and 
the thing to do, as we regard it, is to bring about a readjustment of 
other conditions so that they will harmonize with it on lines of com- 
mon sense. The average automobile owner and the average auto- 
mobile operator will agree with us in holding, we are sure, that it is 
palpably the duty of the operator of a machine to slow down on 
approaching an obstructive clump of shrubbery, whether he believes 
it is concealing an approaching vehicle or not, and that it is the auto- 
mobile operator who, regardless of suth_view-obstructions, rushes 
his car ahead, rather than ornamental shrubs, that ought to be 
abolished. 

The things that are making for a more esthetic America, the 
trees and shrubs that lovers of the beautiful have been struggling 
for years to popularize in a material age and a material country, the 
efforts that have been put forth to restore and conserve the glories 
of nature, too long sacrificed to commercialism and industrialism, 
should not now be abandoned or destroyed or neglected so that the 
heedless chauffeur shall have a bare and barren earth before him 
What is needed is that the person who drives an automobile shall be 
a person possessed of ordinary judgment. Such a person will not 
go flying past a clump of shrubbery that hides his view, or reck- 
lessly around a corner, or wildly over a street intersection or along 
a crowded boulevard. The person who does not exercise good 
judgment should not be permitted to drive a machine.

." | situation is somewhat accentuated by the 
| ‘fact that during the depression there was a 
considerable exodus of laborers to other 
countries. Many have since returned, but the demand is still far 
in excess of supply. Nothing could more accurately describe the 
industrial activity the United States is enjoying at present. 
Whatever the future may have in store for business, it cannot 
be successfully denied that this country is experiencing great pros- 
perity at the present time. It is quite certain, too, that this activity 
will continue well into next year. Many of the rail mills have suf- 
ficient orders booked to keep the plants running until the spring of 
1913, even if no more orders are taken between this time and then. 
The call for equipment is still urgent. It is estimated that the rail 
orders for the month of August for the United States and Canada 
total about 400,000 tons, and about 25,000 cars and about 300 loco- 
motives were purchased. The railroads have been compelled to 
make heavy purchases this year in order efficiently to handle the 
growing traffic, whether net earnings justified the outlay or not. It 


is natural to expect that the larger business will be sufficiently profit- 
able to have warranted the expenditures which already have run 
into many millions of dollars. 

An encouraging feature of the situation in this country 1s that 
there has been a steady increase in wheat exportations from the 
United States since July 1. This, of course, has been induced *by 
lower prices for the grain. It is likely, too, that as the wheat crop 
has been large in the United States:and Canada shipments abroad 
will continue indefinitely as European harvests have not turned out 
so well. An item of this country’s exports that is attracting 
increasing attention is the automobiles that are shipped to other 
countries. According to a statement issued this week by the bureau 
of foreign and domestic commerce, American automobiles valued at 
$30,000,000 found markets abroad last year. This compares with 
automobile shipments amouriting to less than $1,000,000 in value 
ten years ago. ; 

Business is on a sound basis because merchants and manutac- 
turers have been very conservative in their operations. There has 
been some buying for future requirements, but stocks generally are 
still low. The money situation could be much better, but little 
opinion has been expressed that any stringency will occur during the 
crop-moving period, as often is the case. Rates are firm and there 
is likelihood that they will go somewhat higher in the near future.

GILBERT MurRRAY, the distinguished Oxonian 
classicist, returning from a first trip to the 
United States during which he was both 
learner and teacher, has been expressing his 
regret at the relative insignificance of the 
classical languages and literatures in what he 
saW of the American university scheme of 
education. At the same time he notes a reac- 
tion that has developed since the new cen- 
tury dawned and that is bound ‘to have 
wholesome results. Professor Murray is far from a fanatic, for 
the sake of Latin or Greek. The utility of expecting that there 
shall be a return to anything like compulsory study of the cJassics 
he sees as clearly as the most ardent fighter for the utilities as be-all 
and end-all in education. In Great Britain and in the United States 
the Oxonian scholar would multiply educational institutions of a 
vocational type, and the vocations those of the people. If a man 
wants to go through life ignorant of what Afhens and Rome signify, 
and rest content with Birmingham or Chicago, well and good. . But 
somewhere—and where more natural than in the older institu- 
tions of each country ?—there should be, as he thinks, institutions 
that conduct their higher teaching on the basis that all students know 
some Latin and Greek. 

The democratic impulse naturally has insisted-on a type of educa- 
tion suited for everybody, and this America has. tried to give. But 
in due time the very gravity of the issues that democracy must face 
will compel her to explore the record of past experience of mankind, 
and read it in the light of its interpretation by contemporary men 
who also are classicists. , 

Much of present-day discontent is the product of a limited range 
of intellectual vision, quite as much so in many cases, as to any 
resentment of economic injustice. Hosts of the products of the 
schools and universities, who have specialized in the natural sciences 
and have ignored the humarmties, are short-sighted because so 
ignorant of the past of known and ascertained human experience— 
history—and $o indifferent to life's ultimate spiritual meaning. 

To know all is to know somethjng more than the present. 
Every enduring civilization and every great age must have a minor- 
ity informed as to the roots of institutions, ideals and literatures, 
and a majority willing to adjust contemporary wants to the eternal 
needs viewed in the light of centuries of slowly: acquired wisdom 
of the race and also of inspired revelation. All should welcome the 
reaction in education toward a theory of culture that has something 
more than immediate and material ends 1n view.

It is to be 
hoped that the conjunction of this instinct and this ability will be cul- 
tivated by all as much as possible, to the practical end that the ques- 
tions of the present day may be treated impartially: Unless this be 
done, ignorance and crudeness will play an over great part for the 
time, making mistakes that later must be set right. 

Impatience with the mistakes of the past is apt to degenerate 
into prejudice against all the past and a ‘Aasty and somewhat fac- 
tious assurance of an untried future, to which no hostages of sobriety 
or integrity have been given. One can dawdle away a lifetime 
amid pictures and lovely scenery famed in history and: learn noth- 
ing save a form of luxury. But, on the other hand, one can take 
much aut of the armory of the past to fight the battles of the pres- 
ent. One of the best ways to disarm the advocates of reckless and 
unwise change is to recognize that change of some sort is necessary 
and just, to preserve a right by according one, and to welcome any 
sign of wholesome growth. To the conservative we should always 
give the advice, never let the professional iconoclast have a griev- 
ance; and of the iconoclast we should ask, how much are you willing 
to give up for justice, pure and simple? 

Men do not live backward; on the other hand, they are not 
moral kangaroos, leaping with great bounds, propelled by the tail 
of a popular majority from one sparkling point of achievement to 
another and leaving stretches of non-development between. In the 
day of improvement there are twenty-four hours that can all be 
more or less employed to profit. If we are right in this, it is shown 
forth most clearly in the field of political advancement, in which the 
need for knowledge, modesty and self control is so great today. 
As a microcosm, the changing history and conduct of a city like 
Boston are examples of what happens everywhere, but the change 
that comes is of itself worth_nothing unless it can better the past, 
a past that has given much to the present and that will always live 
in the hearts of those that believe that worth has no age. 
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[t 1s pleasant to be able to say that liberal- 
ity and‘ fairness characterize the discussion 
in Ohio of the proposed amendment to the 
constitution of that state granting the fran- 
chise to women. If that amendment shall 
be adopted at the forthcoming election. 
woman will enjoy in Ohio entire political 
equality with man. Many of the masculine 
sex are in opposition to the amendment, 
however, and on a ground familiar to those 
who have followed the campaign for equal rights through decades 
They protess to be willing, so far as they themselves are concerned, 
that women should have the right to vote, if women want it; but 
they immediately aver that the women do not: want it, and, what 
is more, will not exercise it if it shall be granted. It is this form 
of opposition that is most likely to militate against the success of 
the amendment. Men who would be willing to grant the franchise 
to women from a pure sense of justice may by this kind of argu- 
ment be deterred from yielding to their generous inclination. 

It is not difficult to see how insidious is the operation of such a 
representation. Hundreds of women who feel instinctively that 
they are being deprived of a privilege that is theirs by right, just as 
instinctively withdraw themselves from active participation in a 
campaign intended to bring the question of the granting of this 
privilege to an issue. They are averse even to committing them- 
selves on the subject. Tradition and education have combined to 
convince therm that they must have no opinions on public questions 
save those that are conventional. It is from these, mainly, that one 
yets the impression that woman would not value the franchise if she 
possessed it. . But such an impression is false. They are only indif- 
ferent, or seemingly indifferent. Let the privilege be granted them 
and they will be quickly aroused to an appreciation of it. 

The proper thing seems to be to leave the whole matter to the 
women themselves. This cannot be done in the coming election, 
tor only men may vote then to grant suffrage to women or to deny 
it. But if-men shall vote to grant it, and it shall be granted, then it 
will rest with women, as voters, to say whether they want it. To 
reverse the decision, that is, it will only be necessary to repeal the 
equal franchise amendment. The process is simple and will be 
available whenever a sufficient number of. women voters feel that 
it should be employed. 

Consideration for the women should not prevent any voter in 
Ohio from casting his ballot in favor.of the suffrage amendment. 
On the contrary, if he believes that the attitude of women is unfa- 
vorable to it, and that the majority of women do not want it, and 
will not have it, the speediest and best way of settling the matter is 
to adopt the amendment and throw the responsibility of retaining it 
on the shoulders of women. The women of Ohio, as a whole. 
should not be put in a position of indifference or antagonism to suf- 
frage until they shall have an opportunity of expressing themselves 
on the subject. It will be found, we believe, if such a test is ever 
made, that their attitude is being greatly misunderstood by the men 
who think women do not care. f

The | 
reason is because, to a certain extent, they 
involve the extremely delicate point of the financial integrity of the 
Gomez administration, which has so long and so tenaciously been 
assailed by the President's political opponents. That the Cuban 
government exhibits a certain reluctance to show much vigor 1n the 
prosecution of the assailant of the American charge daffaires is 
explained by the natural applause which this attitude fetches from 
the,Cuban people. For it must be remembered that this is presi- 
dential campaigning time, the Liberal and Conservative candidates 
have been nominated long ago, and that political passion has gone 
so far as to prompt charges against Presulent Gomez of having 
instigated the negro revolt himself, in order to restore his lost pres- 
tige and prospects of reelection by a rapid suppression of the dis- 
turbances. Immediately following the first successes Of the gov- 
ernment troops under General Monteagudo, rumors of a military 
plot in favor of reelection began to circulate in Havana, and though 
these were laughed down by the victorious general, he took occasion 
to declare most emphatically that from his own personal knowledge 
and from reports coming in from his friends, the most popular mdn 
in Cuba after the negro revolt was the logical candidate for Presi- 
dent, Jose Miguel Gomez. Only a very few weeks betore that, just 
after the nomination for Liberal ‘candidate of Vice-President Dr. 
Zayas, President Gomez had given out the final statement that. true 
to his pact, he would not seek reelection. The comment of the 
opposition was that he had realized the utter futility of it. Today 
the situation appears to wear quite a different face. 

It is impossible to separate anything happening today in Cuba 
from the presidential campaign that is occupying popular. attention 
so completely and passionately. The incident and the anti-Amer- 
ican outbreaks it provoked must be viewed in that light. The recent 
military cooperation in Oriente province, too, with all the temporary 
relief it afforded to patriotic apprehensiveness by its amicable and 
unobtrusive character, has stirred up rather more earnest discus- 
sion than in the past as to the chances of a permanent adjustment of 
Cuba and the Cubans to American civilization, if the time of some- 
thing like actual absorption ever should come. The answer is in 
the main negative chiefly on the ground that by descent the Cuban 
is an idealist, in the words ofa distinguished writer,.a quixotic 
hidalgo who is not and never will be prompted by cold calculus as is 
the American. To bring the two together the Creole would have 
to become more of a positivist and the American more of a roman- 
ticist, not to mention a few minor changes. And why not? Who 
dare say today what the American of the future—the pan-American 
—northerner, southerner, continental, isthmian or insular, will be 
like when he begins to shed the European chrysalis ?
